‘ Bur in the Cafe of a Bill of Attainder, the 
Party is firft heard before the Houfe of Com- 
mons ;_ then before the Houfe of Peers ; and 
notwithftanding thefe two Branches of the Le- 
giflature fhould fimd him Guilty, the Royal Af- 
fent is neceffary ‘before their Judgment can take 
place, ‘afd pafs into an Act. '
